UNCLAS. APRIL 25. IN COMMENTING ABOUT A RECENT WIRE SERVICE 
ITEM WHICH NOTED THAT NIXON’ S ADMINISTRATION FELT 
" DISCOURAGED” BECAUSE THERE WAS A WIDE IMPRESSION THAT THE 
UNITED STATES HAD NEGLECTED ITS RELATIONS WITH LATIN AMERICA. 
LA PRENSA GRAFICE, SAN SALVADOR' S MOST INFLUENTIAL PAPER,
